Blooming  Sizes 

For  Customers  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  Standard  Sizes  of  Bulbs,  something 
we  all  should  know  this  information  may  prove  to  be  helpful  in  deciding  what  to  buy: 
Number  1  and  2  Bulbs,  if  well  cured  and  sound  and  at  the  right  age  (2  or  3  years 
frorn  Bulblet)  will  usually  produce  the  largest  Flower.  Number  3  is  often  just  as 
satisfactory  but  a  trifle  later  and  we  often  get  flowers  from  number  4,  but  they  are 
quite  small.  Number  5  and  6  are  generally  not  regarded  as  Blooming  size  but  in  “Nor¬ 
mal  Seasons”  most  of  them  will  bloom,  especially  the  Early  Varieties,  but  all  should 
grow  up  to  good  Blooming  Size  for  the  following  Season.  Bulbs  grown  in  this  ad¬ 
verse  climate  and  under  less  favorable  conditions  than  those  grown  under  Irrigation 
and  humid  atmospheric  conditions  will  do  well  anywhere  (do  not  have  to  be  acclim¬ 
ated)  and  will  make  better  flowers  according  to  size.  Make  some  comparisons  for 
yourself — It’s  Interesting.
